Many of the complaints were of 
trifling importance, but some were such as to 
demand serious attention, and promised to yield 
to the influence of medicine. During this process,

Here we found the sugar-cane in various stages 
of advancement, while in some places they were 
digging up the ground fora newcrop. ‘The fields 
extended back from the river as far as the eye 
could reach, and, from the unbroken level of the 
ground, with the luxuriant growth of sugar, pre- 
sented a delightful appearance. In this region, 
we found fewer inhabitants than we had antici- 
pated: still this part of the country produces a 
great amount of sugar, which is principally cul- 
tivated by Chinese. The river was lined by su- 
gar boats from Bangkok, &c. 

Learning here that it was three or four days to 
the western mountains, we concluded, at about 
ten o'clock yesterday, to turn our course home- 
ward. On our way, we called at one Siamese 
village, containing about fifteen hundred inhabit- 
ants, besides several smaller places, and supplied 
them with books. At five o’clock, P. M., we 
found ourselves about twenty miles from home, 
with an opposing tide, and there being a little 
Peguan wat, constructed of bamboo, which af- 
forded us all necessary accommodations for lodg- 
ing, &c., we concluded to put up, and wait for the 
rising tide. Here we found a few hospitable na- 
tives, who received joyfully some of our books 
and medicines. At twelve o'clock at night, hav- 
ing a full moon and favorable tide, we set out 
again for Bangkok, where we arrived this morn- 
ing at eight o’clock, finding our friends in health, 
and ourselves under new obligations to the Father 
of mercies, for his preserving care and gracious 
aid during our absence.

CHEROKEES. 
Extracts froma Letter of Mr. Jones, dated near 
Columbus, Tenn., Dec. 22, 1837. 

TOUR IN THE “LOW COUNTRY” —14 BAPTIZED. 


Having returned last evening from an excur- 
sion of two weeks, through two hundred and ten, 
or fifteen miles of our lower range, I take great 
pleasure to inform you of the progress of the gos- 
pel among the Cherokees of those regions. __ 
Some part of the time the weather was quite 
unfavorable; cold, rain, sleet and snow. At 
Coosawattee, on Saturday, Dec. 9th, and Sabbath 
following, we had solemn and interesting meet- 
ings. On the Sabbath, the Lord’s supper was 
administered. The intense cold compelled us to 
shorten the exercises, at noon, but in the evening 
we met at a private house, which was much more 
convenient and comfortable. 

Tuesday, Dec. 12. Had the pleasure to see a 
number of the members, and others, come to meet 
us, from places to which we were going. Preach- 
ed at noon, to a serious and attentive congrega- 
tion. At night, the weather being very wet, and 
a death having occurred in the vicinity, had quite 
a small company, at widow Ragdale’s. 

_13. Rain, snow and sleet. Very cold, and 
uncomfortable travelling. Preached at noon, at 
Dsulenasdeye, a new place. The people of the 
vicinity assembled, notwithstanding the inclem- 
ency of the weather. They seemed ready to hear 
the word, and several appeared serious, and in- 
terested.

On Thursday night reached home, somewhat 
fatigued in body, but greatly refreshed and en- 
couraged in mind. Surely, this is a people pre 
' He may, in his wisdom, 
permit them to be afflicted and distressed; yet I 
cannot but hope he will not suffer them to be ut- 
terly destroyed. 

Books and schools are greatly needed, and anx- 
iously desired by the people, every where. I 
promised to send br. ‘l'aneenolee to spend several 
weeks, a few days in each neighborhood, to teach 
reading and singing in Cherokee, and, also, to 
preach and explain the scriptures, as opportunity 
may offer. 

I have received two letters from br. Bushyhead. 
He and his colleagues had seen Oseola, and Ko- 
a-ha-dsee, the second chief of the Seminole na- 
tion. From a Cherokee, who was present, I 
heard that br. Bushyhead had mate two addresses 
to the Seminole prisoners, in the fort at St. Au- 
gustine, which were well received. There are 
upwards of one hundred prisoners, of all sorts ; 
some women and children. They were not taken 
in war, but had come in under a flag of truce, to 
make overtures of peace, and were detained as 
prisoners. . 

Br. Bushyhead says the Seminoles never heard 
the Gospel. I hope and pray that this mission of 
the Cherokees may open the way for its recep- 
tion among them. Br. Bushyhead speaks of Os- 
eola as a very mild, friendly and interesting man, 
about his own age. He is what the Cherokees 
call the Ooskasedee Askayagusta ; that is; The 
Terrible or Dread War Chief. He is a full Indian, 
and speaks no English. , 

The common language of the country is the 
Creek or Musxogee, though two or three other 
languages are partially spoken.

a PCS PEI PTT IY SIOPON 
COME. 

A respectable gentleman, Mr. R., now a mem- 
ber of a church in Georgia, son of an officer ina 
Presbyterian church, was much distressed, some 
twenty years ago, on the subject of baptism. 
Severa! treatises on this subject had been put into 
his hands by Pedobaptists. These contained the 
words in regard to this ordinance, in Greek and 
Latin. He transcribed several of them, and beg- 
ged a classic scholar, an attorney, who was a 
graduate of Yale College, to give him the real 
meaning in English. He complied with his re- 
quest, and in a few days handed them to him 
translated,—observing that the ‘true translation 
of baptizo, was to plunge, to dip, to overwhelm. 
Mr. R. then requested him to translate some other 
words which he had taken from the treaties refer- 
red to, at which his friend smiled and observed, 
“You seem much distressed on this subject.” He 
answered that he was, and that having been ed- 
ucated a Pedobaptist, his mind had been called 
up to this subject by hearing one of his own min- 
isters preach on it, who had not produced one 
single text of Scripture for infant sprinkling ; and 
he had always supposed there were hundreds to 
this point. “Come to my house such a night,” 
said his friend, “and I will explain the whole of 
these words to you as far as lam able.” Mr. R. 
went accordingly, and having taken the Greek 
Testament and Lexicon, the attorney showed 
him the words on this much controverted subject, 
with their meaning and derivation, so far as his 
inquirer was qualified to understand. After this, 
he told him that if the word baptizo had been 
translated, instead of being only transferred, there 
never could have arisen any difficulty on this 
subject ; but the translators retained the original 
word, changing merely the Greek letters for Eng- 
lish. If the word had been translated, where we 
read in our Bibles, “they were all baptized in the 
river Jordan,” it would have been immersed or 
plunged in Jordan. 

Having satisfied the inquiries of Mr. R. he laid 
aside his books, and taking up Voltz.ire, (for the 
attorney was then a disciple of the infidel school,) 
observed that he could show him a better system 
than the Bible, and read several places. But this 
was no consolation to a sincere enquirer after 
truth, and he soon joined a baptist church. 

Five or six years now passed away. The 
Christian, with peace of conscience, went on “in 
the even tenor of his way,” while the Deist enter- 
tained his sentiments of hostility against the Sav- 
iour. It pleased God, however, to bring him upon 
a bed of sickness, and near to the grave. Here 
he relinquished his hold on infidelity, and would 
have disgorged the poison he had imbibed from 
books which have destroyed thousands. His 
convictions were of the most pungent character ; 
and it seemed long before he was willing to bow 
to that blessed Redeemer, concerning whom he 
had been led to entertain erroneous and horrible 
notions. A particular friend, who has since gone 
up to glory, was sitting by his bed when the 
claims of religion came with such convincing 
power, that he submitted to the Saviour, and 
found in believing, that he had power on earth to 
forgive sin. The patient was leaning on his hand, 
engaged most intently in inquities on the subject 


of pardon, when his Christian friend discovered all 
at once a change in his countenance, a lustre 
beaming from it, as if glory was in his soul, and 
he, springing up from his bed, expressed his joy 
in believing. 

« The worst of all diseases, 

1s light compared to sin.” 

And many have gone down to the brink of the 
grave, diseased as was supposed in body, but only 
in soul, before they would acknowledge their dis- 
order. God finds it necessary not only to make 
them graze like oxen, but to cut almost the 
threads of life in some sinners, before they will 
acknowledge that he rules over theearth.

Mr. Dean adds in relation to Mr. Reed’s mis- 
sionary views and character,— 

During his sickness, br. Reed spoke freely of 
his views in becoming a missionary, and of his 
joys in doing what he could towards preaching 
the gospel to the heathen. He evinced to the 
last the same sober, Christian sentiments on the 
subject of missions, which had characterized his 
life and labors. 

By diligent application, he had made such pro- 
ficiency in the Chinese, that he had instituted 
family worship in that language, and communi- 
cated much religious instruction to his domestics, 
and to others. as he had opportunity, besides dis- 
tributing many Christian books, and greatly 
strengthening our hands in our efforts to maintain 
religious worship amongst the Chinese on the 
Sabbath. 

Asa devoted Christian, he contributed much 
to the interest and profit of our religions meet- 
ings ; andas a brother wise in counsel, we valued 
his opinions, in eur deliberations for the advance- 
ment of the mission. 

In his death, we have lost a beloved associate, 
the Board an efficient agent in carrying into ef- 
fect their plans of benevolence, and the poor 
‘heathen the prayers and labors of one who felt 
deeply for their salvation. 

Our last date from Mr. Dean, is Oct. 10th.—

The Rev. John Newton, who, besides all the 
other good he accomplished, was instrumental in 
the conversion of those eminently useful men, the 
Rev. Claudius Buchanan, and the Rev. ‘Thomas 
Scott, was himself brought to Christ by means of 
truth, which had been taught him in early life by 
a Praying Mother. 

I recently read of a whole family of Children in 
America, who were in a remarkable manner 
brought under the influence of the Gospel and of 
the Holy Spirit.

A few years ago, the Students of a Theologi- 
cal Seminary, felt interested in the inquiry, what 
proportion of their number-had been favored with 
godly parents.

“It is not possible,”—said a certain Bish- 
op, in reply to her importunity, that he would en- 
deavor to reclaim her son,—“ Good woman, it is 
not possible, that a child of such tears should per- 
ish.” And at length the son himself carried to 
his Praying Mother the news of his conversion, 
and she received “the oil of joy for mourning,” 
and “the garment of praise for the spirit of heavi- 
ness.” Not long after, as they were journeying 
together, she said, ‘‘My Son, what have I to do 
here any longer? The only object for which I 
wished to live, was your conversion ; and this the 
Lord has now granted me in an abundant man- 
ner.”

Often have we thought, that the al- 
most entire forgetfulness of the Author of all mer- 
cies, in a time of unwonted prosperity, would 
bring down his displeasure. And, when, by vis- 
iting us with the consequences of our covetous- 
ness, he has so signally shown us the deceitful- 
ness, of riches, we have thought that the minds 
of men must be directed in search of some more 
enduring substance. But God’s ways are not 
our ways. We cannot see that this providence 
has been an element in the awakening of the un- 
converted. So far as we have observed, scarce- 
ly a man, who has been stripped of his earthly 
substance, has been brought to take Christ as his 
portion; and we do not recollect to have heard, in 
the relation of experiences, any allusion to tempo- 
ral disappointments. 

Still we can trace the finger of God even here. 
For although men of the world have not been 
brought to submission, the people of God seem to 
have been arrested in their headlong career of 
vanity, and have been brought to pray for them- 
selves, that they might be converted anew, and 
that misfortune and folly might lead men of busi- 
ness to contemplate eternal realities. Prayer 
seems 10 be answered, not in obtaining, directly, 
the object sought, but multitudes in other walks 
of life, have been brought into the fold, or are ea- 
gerly inquiring the way of salvation. In his own 
good time, if Christians are faithful, he may make 
these humbler converts the means of awakening 
the attention of those over whom the cares of the 
world in which they are so deeply immersed, 
have a superior influence, and thus our desires be 
gratified. 

In all the congregations in the city and neigh- 
borhood, where evangelical preaching is heard, 
there is a most interesting state of things; and in 
none of them greater than in the Seaman’s Beth- 
el Chapels. The churches and lecture rooms are 
every where thronged, night and day, whenever 
opened ; and religious exercises of some kind are 
held almost every evening. While we say thus 
much, in general, we are enabled to speak more 
particularly of the Baptist congregations. About 
one hundred and fifty have already been baptized 
since the commencement of the year,in the church- 
es in Union st., Baldwin Place and Federal st. ; 
and many more than that number are now hope- 
ful converts. The work has been most powerful 
in the congregation under the ministry of Rev. 
Baron Stow. Meetings for prayer have been fre- 
quently held in this church, since the first of Jan- 
uary,—in the lecture room so long as it would 
contain the throng, but now, for the most part, in 
the meeting house. Last Sabbath Rev. Mr. 
Stow baptized 20; Rev. Mr. Neale, 12; and Rev. 
Mr. Ide, 16. 

It might be supposed that under such a series 
of religious exercises an unhealthy state of excite- 
ment must exist ; and this charge is laid, by those 
who while they participate not, would also hin- 
der; but we do not believe it is ever honestly 
brought by those who attend them. We well re- 
collect the tone of feeling which prevailed, in ma- 
ny places, in the revival of 1831, and which there 
was but too much reasen to distrust and depre- 
cate; and we are pleased to contrast it with that 
which now prevails.

RECENT INTELLIGENCE. 
DEATH OF MR. REED. 

It hasagain become our painful duty toannounce 
the fall of a valued Missionary of this Board.— 
The Rev. Alanson Reed, of the Chinese Mission, 
having suffered from repeated attacks of dysent- 
ery, died of that disease, at the mission-house, 
Bangkok, on the 20th of August, 1837. But 
few particulars of this afflictive event have yet 
reached us. His last illness was about ten days’ 
duration, during which, with the exception of a 
brief interval of mental aberration, he anticipated 
the near approach of death, and evinced a delibe- 
rate and Christian preparation for it. His clos- 
ing hours were lucid and happy. 7 

Mr. Dean, writing under date of Oct. 5th, from 
Singapore, says, 

Previous to Br. Reed’s last attack, I had, in 
consequence of ill health, committed to him the 
affairs of the mission, with which [ had particu- 
larly to do, excepting the duties of the dispensary, 
which were assumed by br. Jones,and had embark- 
ed on board the brig Fanny for Singapore. While 
we were detained on the bar, at Pak-nam, I was 
apprized of his renewed illness, and had the 
mournful pleasure of being with him during the 
last three days of his life, and of closing his eyes 
in death ; but was then obliged to return immedi- 
ately to the vessel, leaving the little group of af- 
flicted missionary friends, weeping over his re- 
mains,

The Slave Schooner, finding there was no chance 
of escape, run ashore about eight miles to the east- 
ward of the entrance to the Harbor of St. Jago, and 
went to pieces almost immediately. 

By the very great exertions of the officers and 
boats’ crews of her Majesty’s Sloops, 121 slaves were 
embarked in safety, two were found drowned—the 
master, mates, and crew of the slaver escapec. No 
papers or colors were found. The name of the Sla- 
ver, or the flag under which she sailed, could not be 
ascertained. We, however, hope the gallant captors 
will not thereby be deprived of that reward to which

THE FOUNTAIN OF SILOA. 

Here is the fountain of Siloa, the only spring 
of the valley—the source of inspiration to kings 
and prophets. [ cannot understand how so many 
travellers have had difficulty in discovering it, and 
are still at issue upon the site it occupied ; for 
here it is not to be mistaken ; its full, limpid, and 
delicious spring pouring the .refreshing breath of 
waters through the burning and dust, impiegna- 
ted air of the valley ; dug to the depth of twenty 
steps into the rock upon which stood the palace 
of David, its arch composed of blocks of stone, 
polished by the lapse of centuries, their crevices 
carpeted with damp moss and eternal ivy. The 
steps, worn by the feet of the women, who come 
from the village of Siloa to fill their pitchers at 
the fountain, are shining as marble. Idescended 
and set myself down for « moment upon those 
cool slabs, listening, that I might ever carry the 
sound in my remembrance, to the soft ripple of the 
spring. I washed my hands and forehead in the

Itis here that the valley of Je- 
hoshaphat terminates; below, a gentle sloping 
plain carries the eye towards the wide and deep 
gorges of the volcanic mountains of Jericho and 
St. Saba; and the Dead Sea forms the horizon.

THE ROSE TREE. 

From a passage in the book of Ecclesiasticus, 
we learn that the rose was a favorite amiong the 
Jewish people, as it also is in more eastern coun- 
tries ; and further, that it was a noble tree: “I 
was exalted like a palm tree in Engedi, and asa 
rose plant in Jericho,” ch. xxiv. 14. From this it 
is evident that the plant now called “the rose of 
Jericho,” is a vegetable of a very different des- 
cription. 

The following passage from a celebrated trav- 
eler, describing the rose of Persia, will perhaps 
convey something like an accurate idea of the 
celebrated roses of Shuron and Jericho, prior to 
the desolating of those fruitful regions. 

“On first entering this bower of fairy land, I 
was struck with the appearance of two rose trees 
full fourteen feet high, laden with thousands of 
flowers, in every degree of expansion, and of a 
bloom and delicacy of scent that imbued the 
whole atmosphere with the most exquisite per- 
fume ; indeed, I believe that in no country of the 
world does the rose grow in such perfection as in 
Persia—in no country is it so cultivated and pri- 
zed by the natives. Their gardens and courts 
are crowded with its plants, their rooms orna- 
mented with vases filled with its gathered bunch- 
es, and every bath strewed with the full-blown 
flowers, plucked from the ever replenished stems. 
Even the humblest individual, who pays a piece 
of copper money for a few whifs of a Kalioun, 
feels a double enjoyment when he finds it stuck 
with a bud from his dear native tree ; but in this 
delicious garden of Negauvistan, the eye and the 
smell were not the only senses regaled by the 

ce of the rose; the ear was enchanted by 
the wild and beautiful notes of the multitude of 
nightingales, whose warblings seein to increase 
in melody and softness with the unfolding of their 
favorite flowers ; verifying the song of their poet, 
who says, ‘ When the charms of the bower are 
away, the fond tale of the nightingale no 
animates the scene.’ ” 

It was right says Baxton, to consecrate a plant 
so lovely to the service of religion. Solomon has 
accordingly chosen it to represent the matchless 
excellences of his divine Redeemer: ‘I ai the 
rose of Sharon,’ (Cant. ii.) and the prophet Isaiah, 
to give us some faint rece ae so ine 
ehange which the gospel produced in the state 
the world, after the ascension of Christ, says, 
“ The wilderness shall rejoice and flourish : like 
the rose shall it beautifully flourish.”

ANECDOTE OF MR. FULLER. 


It is related of this worthy man, remarkable for 
his ingenuousness, that on a tour which he made 
for the purpose of soliciting donations for the 
British missions in India, he called on a certain 
wealthy Lord in land, who was not person- 
ally acquainted with Mr. Fuller, but had heard 
of his disinterested labors, in the cause of missions, 
and the report of his talents and piety. After he 
had stated to him the object of his visit, the Lord 
observed, tfiat he thought he should make no do- 
nation; and Mr. Fuller was preparing to retire ; 
when the former observed there was one man, 
Andrew Fuller, to whom, if he could see him, he 
thought he would give something for the mission. 
Mr. Fuller immediately observed, ‘My name, sir, 
is Andrew Fuller.” On this the nobleman with 
some coldness, gave hima guinea. Observing 
the indifference with which the money was pre- 
sented, Mr. Fuller, looking the nobleman in the 
face with much gravity, addressed him with this 
interrogation—“ Does the gift, sir, proceed from 
your heart? If it does not, I wish not to receive 
it.” The nobleman melted, and overcome with 
this honest frankness, spontaneously took from 
his purse, and presented him, ten guineas more, 
with this rernark—There, Sir, that comes from 
the heart. 

It was an important idea with Mr. Fuller, to 
enforce this seutiment, that men should do good 
from a good motive. On a certain occasion, 
when he preached a charity sermon, after stating 
to his hearers their duty in the case, he warned 
them against giving for the opinion of thereby 
meriting the favor of God; and mstead of flatter- 


he plainly stated tothem: “If any of you propose 
to give with such a corrupt motive, | warn you 
of the danger of such conduct.”

NOTHING LOST BY KEEPING THE

The terrible disaster which occurred, some time 
since, on board the steamboat Helen M’ Gregor, 
by the bursting of the boiler, is to the present day, 
fresh in the minds of nota few. It was on the 
morning of the 24th of Feb’y, 1830, at Memphis, 
on the Mississippi river, where she had stopped for 
a short time to deliver freight and to land passsen- 
gers. A few minutes afier she was drawn off to 
proceed on her trip, the explosion took place. 
There were between four and five hundred pas- 
sengers. The scenes of agony and distress were 
indescribable. Nearly one hundred lives were 
lost. 

“I was on board that boat,” said a sailor to me 
the other day, “just before the sad catastrophe 
took place. It is wonderful how I was led to 
quit the boat almost at the very crisis of the aw- 
ful occurrence. I have thought of it a thousand 
times with gratitude to my Maker. My captain 
ordered me to assist in handling freight on the 
Sabbath. This, I told him, I could not conscien- 
tiously do; that I had never done unnecessary 
work on the Lord’s day. The captain replied, 
“we have no Sabbaths here at the West, in our 
business.” Very well, I told him, as for myself, 
wherever I was I endeavored to keep the Sabbath. 
“Procure some one in your stead,” he then or- 
dered. I said, that I can’t do; but pay me my 
wages, and I will leave the boat. The captain 
did so, and I left his employ. However, I was 
soon after urged to come back again, with a prof- 
fer of higher wages. I persisted in my refusal ; 
and in a few days shipped at New-Orleans for 
Europe. On my arrival, the first newspaper I 
took up contained an account of the dreadful de-
